The Back Yard Gardener 


I was having a chin-fest with 
Doc Boyd yesterday and he was 
telling me of some work on con-, 
trol of black spot and mildew of! 
roses done by Professor Massey 
of Cornell University. Knowing 
that practically every back yard 
gardener in Massachusetts has 
roses, I thought you'd be inter- 
ested in the results. 

Well, the battle of the century 
—don’t ask me to tell you which 
one it was—hae nothing on the 
back yard gardener when it comes 
to controlling diseases. He, I 
mean Massey, during 1937 got re- 
ports from 80 growers scattered 
through 36 states, and these 80 
growers had 25,000 bushes of 
nine different varieties, yo I guess 
their results are pretty conclusive. 

Most of the co-operators re- 
ported an unusually wet season. 
Taking everything into considera- 
tion 54 reported satisfactory con- 
trol of black spot, and 66 reported 
satisfactory control of mildew. 
This is how they did it. Fifty-four 
raked and burned the old leaves 
in the fall and 67 picked and 
burned diseased leaves as soon as 
they appeared. 

Forty-eight growers used dust 
and 858 sprayed and 27 used both 
dust and spray. Whatever they 
used they found that the growers 


unflinching seal regardless of fa- 

tigue with whieh they labored, is 

worthy of the highest praise.
